There are mow many huadred thoutand 
pounds locked up in Peaafylvania, which 
in a few years would be leat on bonds aad 
mortgages, provided we fhould facisfy the 
holders. of tais moaey that their bands 
woald aot be cancelled with paper. 

I know it isa com-non thing to abufe bro- 
kers aad fpecalators for felling our paper 
money ata difcoatt, and our farmers tor re- 
fuhiaz to take it for the produce of their 
Bands. In the former cafe we mittake the 
sified fer thecaufe,  Itisaceprecrated cur 
rency that creates brokers and {pecu'ators, 
and not brokers and fpeculators that create 
depreciation of our currency. As for our 
farmers, they thew their wifdom in refuting 
t.tuke paper money for their produce. A 
merchant finds his money profitable co him 
ix proportion to the quickaefs with which-he 
parts with it ; but the cafe is widely diife - 
ent withthe farmer. His profits depend up- 
axhis keeping his money in his defk, tili he 
accomujtates enough of it toadd tothe fize or 
amber of his farms.. Now paper money 
wall not anfwer this purpo‘e. It has had the 
Gain of depreciation Rampedupon it, which, 
cannot be removed while there lives a man 
that can detail the-calamities that were pro- 
caced by it during the late war. A farmer 
therefore miftakes his true intereft who takes 
more paper money for his produce, than is 
faficient to pay his taxes, or to purchale a 
few pounds of fagar or tea tor his family. 

Ir is equally abfurd to abufe the bank of 
North-America for depreciating owr paper 
money. There is no bask in New-Jericy, 
and yet the paper money of that ftate paffes 
at adifcount of 20 percent. It is ne un- 
common thing for a deluded people to trace 
their misfortunes to falfe caufes. A poor 
man who fell from his bor'e in riding from 
Edinburgh to Leith, and broke his leg, 
curfed the union of the parliaments of En- 
giand and Scotland for it—In the l eginuing 
of the reign of the prefent king of England, 
the mobs of London curfed Lord Lave as the 
c2ule of all their bad weather. 

Let not the pablic creditors he alarmed 
at any thing contained in this eflay. 1 am 
pleading their caufe, for I.belong to this 
clafs of citizens. fam contending for the 


payment of our intereft in fpecie, inftead of . 


flyer moncy. By this means We Mail res 
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ceive not only from 5 to’ 20 per cenit. ageor- 
divg to the teawre by Whtok weheld our cer- 
tncates, bar we fhall apereciaté the prifci- 
pal Of oar certificates into pecie, witch wiil 
be dad imvacale aivantage to us, elpecially 
to tuch or us as depofited our Al.L in the 
fuadsia the dowotfal and gloomy year of 
1777+ 4 osto a0 parpote te tay that-money 
that ig well randed wil prelerve its credit. 
What moncy was ever better fended than 
our laitem.iiion ef paper? and yet we fee 
and feel its depreciation... But in the pie- 
fent itate of Jancuege, ang with our imper- 
fect meass of duFuting kaowledge in Pena- 
fyivania, how are farmers to know. any 
taing about fuads or the quantity. of money 
thatis incireulation.? Befides, in the flec- 
tuatioa of power and principles which have 
lately charactertied Peonfylvaaia,, who will 
trut a law beyoud the‘duratica of cur an- 
nual Affembiy ? Nor let it be faid thaithe 
depreciation of our money is only from 5 to 
10 per cent. “Phele da{couats form the pro- 
fits of meft occupations. ‘The lois of this 
prot therefore, mutt, infour trades out of 
hve, produce bawkiuprcy and beggary. 

Itthe reafonings I have thrown out have 
their due weight, our road to fafety and pro- 
iperity will be thort and eafy. Let the pre- 
fent paper currency be received agreec'ly to 
jaw, till tae whole of it is teken out of cir- 
culation, and afterwards let Our Jaws in re- 
ipect tota»es, revenue, contracts, and com- 
masts know .no other moncy thaa gold and 
iver.

The greater the number of thofe who 
conftitute the tribunal, the lefs is the dan- 
ger of corruption; becauie the attempt 
will be more difficult, and the power and 
temptation of each individual will ,be 
proportionably leis. Ifthe fovereign, by 
pomp and the autterity ov edicts, and by 
reiufing to hear the complaints of the op- 
preffled, aceuftom his iu. jects to refpect the 
magiitrates more than the laws, tbe ma~ 
gittrates will gain indeed, but it will be 
at the expence of pubiicand private fecui-

Clemency, which 
has often been deemed a fuiicient fubfi- 
‘tete-for -évory other virine ia foverajans, 
thould be excluded ig a perfe&t legiflation, 
where punifhmests are mild, and the pro- 
ceeding in criminal cafes regular and ex- 
peditisus. This trath will fogm cruel to 
thofe who live in countries, where, for the 
abfurdity of the laws. and feverity.of pu- 
nilhments, pardons, and. the clemency of 
the prince, are ne ceflary. It-is indeed one 
af the noble prerogatives of the thronc, 
but at the fame time, a tacit difapproba- 
tion of the laws. Clemency is-a virtue 
which belongs to thelegiflator, and not to 
the executor of the laws ;. a virtue. which 
oizht to fhine in the code, and notin the 
private judgment. To thew mankind, 
that crimes are fometimes pardoned, and 
that punifhment-is not the neceffary confe- 
quence, is to noucifh the flattering hope of 
impunity, and is the caufe of their con- 
fidering every punifhment inflitted as an 
aft of injaftice-and oppr: fin. The prince, 
ja pardoning, fives up the public fecurity 
in favour of an individual, aud by his ill- 
judged benevolence, proclaims a public 
act of impiety. Let then, the executors of 
laws be inexorable, but let the legiflator

I conclude with this refleGion, that the 
feverity of panithmentsought w be in pro- 
portion to the fate of the nation. Among 
a people hardiy yet emerged from barba- 
rity, they Mouid be nit fevere, as ftrong 
impreii Ons are required; but in proportion 
as the minds of men become fottened by 
their intercourie in fociety, the ieverity 
of punithments thouid be diminihed, if it 
beinteaded, that the neceffary relation be- 
tween the objett andthe fenfation thould be - 
maintained. 

From what I have written refalts the {ol- 
lowing gencral theorem, of confiderable 
utility, thoegh not conformable to cuftom, 
tRe commmon legiflator of nations.

Report of a Committee of Congres. 


The Committee, confifling of Mr. 
King, Mr. Johnfon, Mr. Mun- 
roe, Mr. Lawrence, and Mr. 
Pettit, to whom was referred an 
aft of the fate of New-York, 
pajied on the 4th dayof May laf, 
entitled, “* An a& for giving and 
granting to the United States in 
Congre/s afembled, certaix impofis 
and duties on foreign goods impor- 
ted into that flate, for the /pecial 
purpofe of paying the princtpal 
aud intereft of the debt contratted 
in the profecution of the late war 
with Great-Britain—Report, 


HAT bythe Ac of Congrefs 
of the 18th of April, 1733, 
it 1s recommended to the feveral 
ftates, as indifpenfibly neceflary 
for the refturation of public credir, 
and to the punétual and honorable 
difcharge of the public debts, to 
inveft the United States in Con- 
grefs affembled with a power to 
devy certain duties upon goods im- 
orted into the United ftates ; pro- 
vided that the colleftors of the 
faid duties be appointed by the 
ftates within which their offices are 
to be refpeétively exercifed, bur 
-when {o appointed to be amenable 
to and removable by, the United 
States in Congrefs affembled, a- 
lone. 
The committee conceive, that 
the invefting the United States 

















in ‘Congrefs affembled with this 
wer, which includes that of 
orming the neceflary regulations 
or revenue laws, with fu:table 
penalties, of declaring the moncy 
in which the faid duties fhail be 
received, of eftablifhing the num- 
ber of revenue officers, and afcer- 
taining their duties, has been, and 
muft be, cenfidered as an een tial 
part-of the plan fubmitted to the 
feveral ftates for their adoption. 
The exercife of this power by thir- 
teen feparate authorities would 
introduce different laws upon che 
fame fubje&, ordain varicus pe- 
nalties for the fame offence, de- 
ftroy the equality of the tax, and 
might in a great meafure defeat the 
revenue. 

Ail the fates, except New- 
York, ‘having, in purfuance of 
the recommendation of the 18th of 
April, 17¢3, granted the impoft, 
by aéts vefting this power, with 
certain qualifications, exclufively 
in the United States in Congrefs 
afiembled ; the long-continued 
embarrafirr ents of the publick fin- 
ances, and the indifpenfible de- 
mands on the. federal government, 
didtate the neceflity Jaa immedi- 
ate and unanimous,acopticn of this 
meafere. 

Impreffed with thefe opinions, 
the committee have carefully ex- 
amined the act of the ftate of New- 
York to them referred, and fubmic 
the following remarks. 

1ft. That feveral of the flates 
which have acts invefling the U- 
nited States in Congrefs affembled 
under certain. reftriclions, with 
power to levy the duties on goods 
imported into the United States 
agreeably to the recommendation 
of the 18th of Apr), 1753, have 
inferted in their a¢ts exprefs con- 
ditions, that the fame fhall not be 
in force, or begin to operate, until 
all the flates in the confederacy 

have paffed acts vefling the United 
States in Congrefs aflembled witly 
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power to levy, in the feveral fates 
like duties. > cata’ 
ad. ‘That the a& of the flate of 
New-York, referred to the commit 
tce, does not invelt the United States 
in Congrefs affembled with power 
to levy in that flare the duties 
therein mentioned ; but referves to 
the flate of New-York, the fole 
power of levying and colle&ing 
the fame, in the manner direéted 
in and by an aét of that ftate en. 
titled, “An aét impofing duties on 
certain goods, wares and merchar- 
dife imported toto the faid ftate,” 
paffed the 18th day of November, 
1784, and confequently prevents 
the impoft, in thofe ftates which 
have made the exercife of this 
power by the United States in 
Congrefs aflembled, an indifpen- 
fible and exprefs condition of their 
grants. 
3d. That the faid a& does not 
make collectors amenable to, and 
removable by, the United States 
in Conerefs affembied; but or- 
dains, that upan conviction before 
the fupreme court of Judicature, 
or in the court of exchequer in the 
ftaie of New-York, for any default 
or negleff in the execution of the 
duties required of them by theffaid 
act, or by an aét of that date, 
entitled, ‘ An a& impofing dunes 
On cenein feces, vares and 
merchandife imported intra the 
faid ftace,” they fhall be remoy- 
ed from office, and others appoint- 
ed inftead of the perlons to con- 
vidted ; which ts amarerial depa 
ture from the plan recommended 
by Congrefs. 
ath. That by an a& of the fare 
of New-York, entitled, “ Ana& 
for ernitting the fum of two hund- 
red thoufand pounds tn dlls of ere 
dit, for the purpofes therein men- 
tioned,” pafled the 18th ot April, 
1786, it is among other chings 
enacted, “ thar gold and filver, 
and the bills of credit emitted by 
virtue of the faid aét, fall -be ree 
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ceived by the collector for duties 
srifing on goods, wares and mer- 
chandife’ inyported into the faid 
ftate, after the paifing the faid ad, ” 
in confequence whereof, adivitcing 
that the fyftem of a-general impott 
could be‘put in operation, it would 
remain optional with the importer 


to pay the duties on goods import- . 


ed into the ftate of New-York in 
fyecie, or bills of credit emitted 
by virtue of the aforefaid act. 

sth. TF bills of credit of the 
fate of New-York fhould be re- 
ceived from the importer in the 
ftate, upon the principles of equal 


jultice,: bills of credit emitted by 


any other ftate mult be received 
from the importer of goods in fuch 
fate; and thereby, inftead of the 
fyitem’s yielding a fum in actual 
money, nothing but paper would 
be brouzht into the federal treafu- 
ry; which would be wholly imap- 
plicable to the payment of any part 
of the intereft or principal of the 
foreien debt of the United Srates. 
Whereupon, the committee fub- 
mit the following refolution : 
Reso.ved, That che act of the
